Fourth of the Vote Is Esti- 
mated to Have Been Cast 
in the Early Hours—Much 
Scratching Reported. 


Exceedingly heavy voting throughout 
the city in the early morning hours, bit- 
ter fights and wrangles among leaders 
of rival political parties, charges of po- 
lice intimidation of voters, and an in- 
sistent dermand on the part of electors 


that their baliots be marked with 
proper initials and their right to vote 
be protected, marked Tuesday’s election 
in St. Louis. 

Vigorous charges of police intimida- 
tion of voters were made by members 
of the Board of Election Commissiners 
during the morning. 

The zeal of the police in trying to pre- 
vent fraud seemed to be responsible for 
the charges of intimidation, as the po- 
iicemen had pulled some voters from 
line and compelled them to prove to 
the satisfaction of the policemen that 
they had a right to vote.

Reports from many precincts in the 
city indicated that approximately one- 
fourth of the vote was cast in those 
precincts during the early morning 
hours. Laboring men flocked to the 
polls as soon as they were opened at 
6 a. m., and a large percentage of them 
had cast their votes before 8 a. m. 
Reports from scattering precincts 
throughout the city were to the effect 
that nearly haif the registered vote had 
been cast by noon. 

Rain began falling at 9 a. m. The 
official weather forecast was for rain 
during the afternoon and evening. 

The total registration is 156,940, but 
election officials and political commit- 
teemen expect that not more than 140,- 
000 to 145,000 votes will be cast. . There 
are 474 precincts, with an average of 333 
voters to a precinct. 

The city has been #édistricted since 
the last general election, about 70 ad- 
ditional precincts having been created.

Election —— Get 
Complaints and Restrict Their 


Activity at Polls. 


Polfce intimidation of voters in many 
precincts, especially in the river wards, 
was charged by Election Commissioner 
Joseph P. Jamison. He declared that 
policemen assigned to the polis had re- 
ceived from some mysterious source, a 


long Ust of names of voters, with in- 
structions from police headquarters to 
prevent these men from voting. 
Jamison denounced the police interfer- 
ence with voters as an outrage upon the 
rights of citizens. Election Commis- 
sioners Spencer, Kortjohin and Blodgett 
joined Commissioners Jamison in his pro- 
test against police interference. The 
commisgioners made an automobile tour 
of many of the river wards and ordered 
the police to keep out of the polling 
places, unless they were called in by the 
judges, or were ordered in by the Board. 
The charge of intimidation was made 
by Jamison after investigation of a 
complaint from the judges of the Second 
Precinct of the Fifth Ward at 409 Mor- 
gan street. They complained that a 
policeman assigned to duty at the poll- 
ing place had pulled a voter out of line, 
and forced him to go to the place from 
whieh he was registered and prove to 


the policeman that he had a right to} 


vote.

themse <¢s at the polis. The police have 
certain duties to perform in the con- 
duet of the election, but it fs no pare 
of their duty to usurp the functions of 
election judges, who are supreme in- 
side the polling places.” 

Jamison said that the election com- 
missioners would keep the police out of 
thé polis if they had personally to visit 
every precinct in the city. 

The election commissioners received 
several complaints from the Progressive 
party leaders that they were not getting 
a square deal. Progressive City Chair- 
man Harry J. Cantwell complained that 
the judges of the Eighth Precinct of the 
Highteenth Ward were asking all voters 
whether they wanted a Democratic or 
Republican ticket, and were giving them 


: only the tickets they asked for.

Captains and Heutenants of fire engine 
companies throughout the city, under 
orders issued by Chief Swingley, at once 
will begin visiting the hotels and board- 
ing houses in their districts, and will 
gtndy their interior arrangements and 
prepare diagrams of them, which Will 
be placed in the engine houses for ob- 
eervation by all the firemen. This was 
decided on at a conference between the 
Mayor, the Fire Chief and the Building 
Inspector Monday. 

The present State law requises no out- 
pide fire escape on three-story buildings, 
mo matter how many. may live in them, 
but requires only ropes in rooms. The 
Bullding Commissioner hopes to per- 
suade the managers of some notorious 
fire traps to make some changes not 
strictly required by the law. 


Not Inspected by Burean. 

Cc. W. Henley, head of the inspection 
department of the St. Louis Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau, says there should be a city 
ordinance to prohibit the use of such 
buildings as the Berlin Hotel for hotel 
purposes. 

“Our bureau had never made an in- 
tpection of the building,’ Henley said,’”’ 
but I visited it Saturday after the fire. 
The structure seemed to consist of three 
buildings and I examined only the east 
one.

The hallways on which most of the 
rooms opened were exceedingly narrow, 
and located so that access to them in 
come of fire would vety vga tel be ob- 
gtructed. 

“So far as I could see, the narrew 
gtairway which wound round the ele- 
vator shaft was the principal one, if rot 
the only one. The fire escapes virtual- 
ly were. useless, as they were where 
very few persons woulfl know anythirg 
about them. 


Declares City Is to Blame. 


"TY cannot see that anybody but the 
city is to blame. The building was 
there, but the city could have prevent- 
ed its use for hotel purposes. If the 
‘Fire Prevention Bureau had inspected 
it all we could have done would havs 
been to see that there were no condi- 
tions existing which would tend to start 
a fire, such as bad wiring defects in 
flues or trouble with the furnace.” 

Fire Chief Swingley and Building 
Commissioner McKelvey have stated 
that while the Berlin was a firetrap, i 
complied with the laws, and that noth. 
ing could have been done by city offi- 
clals, under the law, to compel the man 
agement to make it safe.

“The Yellow Jacket,” at the Fulton 
Theater. 

The new play is @ novelty of novelties 
and all the signs of its first offering in- 
dicate that it will develop into one of 
the most curious and widely talked of 
Stage presentations of the year. It has 
the “tang” of unlikeness-so dear to the 
jaded taste of the metropolis in things 
dramatic. Best of all, too, it is that 
dear relishful thing, a serious work 
which refuses to take itself seriously 
and which every now and then stands 
off to one side and enjoys a suavely 
Cynical laugh at its own expense. Ber- 
nard Shaw himself might have written 
it, and in his most audacious mood, in- 
stead of George C. Hazelton and Ben- 
rimo, so cynical is it of its own beauty 
and strange charm. 

The play fs a play of Chinese legend, 
Played after the Chinese fashion on a 
stage set to represent that of the fa- 
mous Jackson street Chinese Theater 
of San Francisco. The reason why it is 
enabled to chuckle at its own rich and 
colorful appeal to the imagination is 
that it is presented with the explana- 
tory guidance of a Chinese chorus, sly- 
ly interpreted by Signor Perugini, and a 
Chinese property man, masterfully 
drawn in mute comedy by Arthur Shaw, 
neither of whom believe for a moment 
in the singular majesty and romance of 
the story which it tells, 

Droll By-Play Effective. 

Chorus, indeed, is more than half-dis- 
posed loftily to patronize the whole 
thing, not assuming the least responsi- 
bility for it until he sees that it is 
making a hit with the house. 

Instantly, then, he finds time to con- 
fide to the audience that he himself 
wrote the play and trained the players, 
hence all the credit for its success is 
his. - Until now he has announced the 
events of each coming with, something 
of polite indifference. Iienceforth, how- 
ever, he is interest itself, basking in the 
play’s triumph. But not until the final 
curtain falls does he permit the playing 
company to respond to the enthusiastic 
curtain calls. He alone monopolizes the 
between-acts spotlight, the effect of 
this by-play being iadescribably droll. 

The Chinese property man, always 
dumb and always busy, is so artfully 
played by Arthur Shaw that he takes 
his place side by side with, the unfor- 
gettable Lone Fisherman of Harris 
Hunter’s creation in ‘‘Evangeline” of 
a generation ago. This typical celes- 
tial of the theater is tired to the bone 
of the theater and all its tricks. Slant- 
eyed and impassive, he goes about his 
tasks with a beloved cigarette drooping 
from his under lip. 

Scene Built Before Audience. 

Frankly he builds up the Chino-BHliz- 
abethan scenery in full view of the au- 
dience, making mountains out of soap 
boxes and tables and bridges of a 
plank and two chairs, Once he even 
rigs up a Chinese cemetery by hanging, 
white littered scrolls over the backe of 
chairs ranged to represent tombstones. 
Quite unabashed, he hands to each 
character the special “prop” needed at 
a certain moment—a sword, a scepter, 
even a freshly decapitated head made 
of a stuffed bag of red flannel when 
the play begins to reach its intense cll- 
max. 

And always he {s #0 dog-tired and 
disillusioned, so contemptuous of ‘he 
drama, so eager to return to the ragged 
newspaper which he is reading and to 
enjoy a whiff or two from his cigar- 
ette. He kept the premier audience in 


roars of laughter, or, better still, in lit- [ 


tle humorous gurgles of ticklement, 
from start to finish of the play proper. 
And this play proper—it is high drama, 
low comedy, noble tragedy, absolutc 
farce, all rolled into one. The atmos- 
phere of poetic thought imbues it unti 
the authors themselves see fit to replace 
poetry with ragtime burlesque. Invaria- 
bly, however, they change their mood 
with such spontaneous cleverness and 
gayety that your own mood changes 
with it. You have never encountered 
anything quite like it. You don’t resent 
it. It's too good fun to be resented. You 
roll the new taste of this new dramatic 
morsel around and around on your 
tongue end favor it.

Punishment . of Spiritualist

CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—Mrs. Louise Lind- 
lott Spiritualist and crystal gazer, was 
founda guilty of murder by a jury. m 
Judge Windes’ eourt and her punish- 


iment was fixed at 25 years in the pen- 
itentiary. She was charged with the 


poisoning of her 15-year-old son, Af- 
thur.: 

Mrs. Lindloff laughed hysterically, and 
cast a sneering glance at the jury when 
the verdict was reported. Then she col- 
lapsed while standing in an anteroom 
sgurrotinded by her friends. She was 
revived and led back to her cell in tie 
county, jail. 

“There iano justice here,’ the con- 
victead womlan sobbed. ‘Those that are 
guilty are turned loose and those that 
areswinnocent get the worst of it; I 
will show my innocence before I am 
through. It will only be a question of 
time. I did not kill my-boy or ‘any of 
the others: I am innocent, as God is my 
witness.” 

New Trial Is Asked. 

A formal motion for 2 new trial was 
made by the woman’s attorney and the 
Court set Noy. 15 as the date for hear- 
ing’arguments. 

Mrs. Lindloff is the Yirst woman con- 
vyicted of murder in the Cook County 
courts in three years. Seven women 
have been tried in the Criminal Court 
for murder, but in each. case the jury 
either returned a verdict of not guilty 
or disagreed. 

The Lindloff boy died June 13 last and 
the State charged that he was poisoned 


with arsenic. Mrs. Lindloff was arrest- 
ed June 14 on suspicion of having 
poisoned two husbands and her three 
children. When she was arraigned :a 
the Municipal Court June 17, charged 
with the murder of her son, she was or 
dered held witheut bail. Her preliml- 
nary hearing was on June 27. Méa.: 
while a chemical analysis of the dead 
boy’s organs disclosed quantities of ar- 
senic.

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: THE NEW SIX WEEKES’ WAR. 

The six weeks’ war between Prussia and Aus- 
tria is closely paralleled in the present war on 
Turkey... The diminutive, seven days’ war, is 
sometimes applied to it, but it began with Prus- 
sia’s invasion of Holstein June seventh, 1866, 
and ended on July 27 with an armistice when 
Vienna was threatened. Including prisoners, Aus- 
tria lost more than 40,000 men in a single bat- 
tle of that war. zi 

The rapidity and success of the Balkan allies 
are even more remarkable. It would have been 
no new thing for Austria to see its capital in 
hostile hands and large areas of its empire had 
repeatedly been occupied by enemies.. The Bal- 
kan allies are overrunning territory in which 
Turkish rule has been undisputed for hundreds 
of years. Unless restrained by the rest of Eu- 
rope, they seem certain to occupy Constantinople. 

Turkey’s crushing punishment is richly de- 
served. Its rule has cursed with corruption, mal- 
administration, sloth and poverty all areas sub- 
ject to it. Its murderous cruelty toward mem- 
bers of the races now in alliance began centuries 
ago and continued up to the very opening of hos- 
tilities.

HE opinion expressed that tho 

forward pass across the goal 
line is the one rule among the 1912 
football novelties that has proven a 
nonentity was somewhat shattereej 
in some of the games of Saturday. In 
one local contest Washington scored 
twice on this play—the only touch- 
downs of the day for the Pikers. 

However, this method of scoring is 
unusual and perhaps the best thing. 
that can be said ef the rule, accord- 
ing to the prevailing belief of coaches 
today, is that it weakens the second- 
ary defense of the team whose goal 
is menaced when the ball is close to 
the line. Under last year’s rules every 
man of the eleven could be called 
upon to reinforce the line, when the 
ball was brought near to scoring.
